but even he could not have carried it
if no attempt had been made to check
the Irish “*outrages.”

Skilled labor i paid four times as
much here as in Germany, therefore,
From the tables of market prices of
flour, butter, cggs, potatoes, beef,
pork, and milk which Consul Potter
has prepared, the cost of living in the
German cities where he gleaned his
facts would seem to be not mueh less
than in the United States, This con-
dition of affairs shows no signs of

abatement. Wages sensibly  di-
minished last vear, and no bet-
ter times scem to be in wtore

for the German workman. What
wonder that the hopclessness of good
times to come at home is sending
thousands of fumilies to this country.
The cause of this commercial and
labor depression is easily found.
Onerous taxation, military require-
ments and the policy of strengthening
the whole of the empire at the ex-
pense of it parts are weakening the
rosources of Germany. Until these
are remedied no cure can be effected
for the malady under which the Ger-
man people are suffering,
